Since the appearance op 
October 10 of the "Admin- 
istration's" budget plan- 
ning memoranduiir which 
delineated degree programs 
to be phased out by Septem- 
ber, 1974, there has been no 
reaponding lett^ to ^the 

Flashligh! concerning the 
phase out of Library Educa- 
tion. I personally have not 
reacted publicly to this soon- 
er in anticipation of re- 
ceiving some information 
from President Park explain- 
ing the reasons for his inten- 
tion to eliminate this pro- 

g^Bxa* : — ^- 

As no such information 
was forthcoming, 1 requested 
the the Faculty Council ask 
the President for the ration- 
ale for suggested program 
phase outs which the Coun- 
^ did W motion at its 
November 2 mpetiiig. The 
Council al^o asked that such 
rationale be published in 
order that dtfected depart- 
ments should have public 
information to react ta 

The President's answer 
to the Faculty Council came 
in a memorandum dated 
November 21, 1972, to Dr. 
DeGenaro. In essence the 
"President stated that while 
he feels that according to 
the contract he must supply 
such information only to 
ASCUF/PAHE, the position 
of the College administration 
is that "the data related to 
the proposed retrenchment 
cari^iiso i)e made available 
to Faculty Council at at 
appropriate point in the pro- 
ceedings." I find this 
essentially a refiiaat to 
supply information on the 
rationale for program phase 
outs. Many questions Come 
to mind. 

Why does the President 
decline to supply the Faculty 
Council with the requested 
information? During his 
appearance at the November 
2_ Faculty Council meetings 
he continually stressed the 
point that the budget presen- 
tation ivhtch -was sent t o ' 

Harrisburg on October 24 was 
intended to initiate discus- 
sion «n the proposed phase 
out of programs. 

How there can be meaning- 
Ail discussion with only 
one aidr having lianrosces- 
sary information is not 
apparent, furthermore, the 
contract leaves the area of 
academic matters to the 
faculty and the elimination 
of programs is certatnly an 
academic question. 

Saying that the question is 
one strictly for consideration 
of ASCUF/PAHE implies 
that we have gotten to the 
point of faculty retrenchment 
(the concern of ASCUF) and 
that, therefore, the decision 
on the phase out of programs 
has already been laade and 
is not^ a question up for 
discussion. ,1

Another question is why 
the Faculty Council should 
ha^ie had to request the 
information in the first 
place. Should not the 
export ineiit&iiifteded by audt 
decisions (or oc^sals) be 
informed of the rationale? 

In response to my verbal 
request for this information 
at Faculty Council on 
November 2, the President 
replie d th a t he w o uld be 
glad to send me the informa- 
tion. Later on in the meet- 
ing, apparently r^naidering 
he declined saying that such 
material would be "too 
personal." What does that 
mean? '7 • 

Asa member of the Library 
Education faculty I have no 
feeu* of any material that the 
President might publish and 
avidly desire this infonna- 
tion in order to provide 
rational response. At the 
Faculty Council meeting 
President Park did present 
in passing sonie reasons for 
his decision, but I feel that 
we should receive in written 
form the carefully developed 
rationale that he must have 
considered in making this 
decision.' 

In fairness, over the last 
two years when we have 
been playing the "now we're 
here, now we're not" game, 
there has been informal, 
private dialogue between 
Library Education 'faculty 
and the President during 
which he has explained 
some of his resy^ns for 
considering phase b<it„of ^e * 
program. 

However, only last spring 
the President distributed a 
-statement saying that for 
budgetary consideration we 
would plan on the continua- ^ 
tion of fhp^ T i^iTrary 



tion program. Now when the 
decision is abruptly reversed 
we are reftised even the 
Gourtesy of his reasons and 
the oppcartunity to have these 
reasons pblie^tdied ^md 
ttiscussed. ^ 

I feel that President Park 
is creating a credibility gap^

' one man, iilbeit the Pres-

This week, there is good 
news for us Americans who 
have been patlentiy (or im- 
patiently) awaiting an end 
to the Vietnam War. 

After twelve years (mak- 
ing it the longest war in 
American history) and well 
ov^ one million American, 
South Vietnamese, North 
Vietnamese and Vietcong 
fatalities, a peace treaty 
has finally been signed. 

The New York Times for 
Sunday, January 28, \973, 
published the following 
figures fbr caraalities, etc*: 

United States Military— 
45,933 killed, 303,616 
wounded, 587 captured, 
1,335 missings South Viet* 
namese MiUts»BL 183,528 
killed, 499,0S» wounded; 
South Vietnamese civilians— 
415,000 killed, 935,000^ 
wounded in combat, (31,463 
killed and 49,000 abducted^ 
by Vietcong); North Viet- 
namese and Vietcong (esti- 
mate by Saigon)- 924,(M8 
kiUed. 

Also, there is more good 
news. Chi Satinday, Jan- 
uai^ 27, Secretary of De- 
fense, Melvin Laird an- 
nounced the termination of 
the military draft. 

In the January 28, New 

York Timi% Laird is quoted 
as liBvii« said: *1i¥liie 
signing of the peace 
agreement in Paris today, 
and, after receiving a report 
firom the Secretm^ of the 
Army that he foresees no 
need for ftirther inductions, 
Iwish to you that ^ 
armed forces hencefortli will 
depend exclusively on 



volunteer soldiers, sailorsr 
airmen and marines." 

It is also reported, how- 
ever, that men must still 
register for the draft at age 
IS and that a file will be 
kept in case of emergencies. 

It has been recommended, 
nevertheless, that ^ 
National Guard and Reserves 
be called before the draft is 
reinstated. 

As Americans and, moie 
so, as human beings, we 
should all be very thwkftd 
that the bloodshed has ter- 
minated. Evenmany of those 
who participated in the Vi^ 
nam War doubted its mcmd 
justificaMon and those of us 

who oppose all war firamdil 
to be particularly inunoral. 

The war was of qiiestion- 
sMe^ nstificall o nr dBn d w in- 



maintained by an armed force 
whose conscription was f<» 
the most part mandatoiy; 
thus making it even^ mere 
unjustifiable. 

Thank Ck)d that such a war 
has finally been terminated. 
The only pity is that the 
United States ever became 
involved in the ftnt pUme* 

Although I have never 
been strongly in favor of the 
Niaon Acuninistaratioiii' it 
must be commended on the 
ultimate termination of the 
wwr^ llii very glad ttat ^tr 
Commander4n-Chief had the 
good sense to bring an end 
to this bloodbath.

Last week, in a 7-2 deci- 
sion (wi'Ji Mr. Justice White 
and Mr. Justice Rehnquist 
dissenting), the United States 
Supreme Court ruled that the 
laws of most states, making 
aborti:>f; a criminal act are 
in violation of the right of 
privacy (the Ninth Amendme it 
under the Due Process Clause 
of the Fourteenth Amendment) 
and, therefore, are unconsti- 
tutional. The February 5, 
1973 ^ issue of Newsweek 
claims that this ruling vir- 
rually legalizes abortion. 

The majority decision, 
written by Justice Harry 
Blackmun, leaves the deci- 
sion of w^ether or not to per- 
form an abortion up to the 
descretion 4^ thr wonaii and 
her doctor. . \ 

The court defines three 
stages of pregnancy, each 
with different rights. Diring 
the first three m.mths, abor- 
tion is considered to br) 
**relatively safe," and, thus, 
the Court feclst should be 
entirely up to ^e wbihan's 
physician. 

During the second tri- 
mester, a state liiay '^regulate 
the alwrtion procedure in 
ways that are reasonably 
related to maternal health.**

The reasoning behind this 
new decision springs partially 
horn the fact that most states 
outlawed abortion during the 
Ninteenth Century in order to 
protect women ftom the risks 
caused by the operation. 
Now, however, statistics 
show that having an abortion 
under proper m^ical condi- 
tions can be even safer than 
having a l»aby. 

According to Time, a recent 
study showed that out of 
73,000 legal abortions re-

The - reaction to this de^ 
cision has been virtually tiie 
expected one among various 
interest groups.

Anti- 
abortion organizations hAve 
been protesting and hope to 
introduce a Constitutional 
Amendment outlawing abor- 
tion.

Ho n, it was pointed out that 
the fomilies ^iii &e middle 
income group are paying the 
bulk of the taxes to support 
iiBcation and are the hard- 
est hit by the proposed 
sliding scale of charges. 

Through their taxes, t&se 
same taxpayers already sup- 
port the Pennsylvania Higher 
Education Assistance Agen- 
cy (PlffiAA) scholarship and 
loan programs which provide 
aid not available to these 
fimiilies beemise of their 
income bracket, 
' Another ar^ument^^vanced 
by ASCO membenT was the 
fact that no other state 
facilities are available to 
the commonwealth's citizens 
based on their ''ability to 
pay.** Public schools, high- 
ways and police protection 
are but a few examines of

les^ to the wealth or lack 
of wealth of the recipient.

In a meeting prior to the 
stort of second semester, 
President Park and Dr. Scott 
met with the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Ambulance Ser- 
vice. During this mi&eting 

both parties decided t;) try to 
work out an agreeable com- 
promise - a contract that the 
state would pay. 

Dr.' Miller, Vice— President 
for the Administrative Affairs, 
also met with the ambulance 
association to discuss their 
financial situation and to get 
the facts and figures. Dr. 
Miller Hcame up with recom- 
mendations; a proposal was 
drawn up, and submitted to 
the Mansfield Fireiaan's Am- 
bulance Association. 

ambulance association tenta- 
tively rejected the proposal. 
Dr. Miller has been invited 
to the next ambulance asso- 
ciation board meetiBf^jmd it 
is hoped ttjat a compromise

girls* dormitory because of 
its various culturaU^esthe^cr 
and sentimental virtues. 

There were no sharp dif- 
ferences of opinion^between 
residents of the building and 
non-residents as the entire 
campus and town seemed to 
harmonize on why North Hall 
should be preserv.xi. . 

However, most agreed that 
no student should be fcnrced 
to live there unless it is 
completely renovated with 
•new heating, plumbing, and 
electrical systems. Some 
professors were undscided if 
remodeling the b uilding is a^ 
feaslBIe BKeraative £oli»5ing 
it down. 

When asked why they felt 
the oldest hni liiiiig oa campii s 
should be preserved, some 
felt it added charm, b^uty 
-and a sense of history to the 
campus. *'lt*s a part of 
history,*' the Head Resident 
of North Hall explained, **It 
has a character of its own^^ 
Today, kids should h^ve a 
sense of history." 

Mansfield residents felt 
tha^ •*it was the only build- 
ing on campus worth looking 
at. It adds personality to the 
college." A freshman., ffuy 
asserted, "It's a sfeme, 
definitely a keepsake.** 
Another said that "it breaks 
the monotony of the campus. 
Mansfield would not' be the 
same without it.** 

One town resident __liad 
an interesting comment: '*In 
this country, we tear down 
old buildings to make new 
ones. Then we travel to

buildings." An upper class- 
man agreed, "Our society 
isn't keeping its culture. 
To tear it down would be 
detriment against our society.' 
Another town resident snapped

Others felt that North Hall 
was "the spgtlight of the 
campus,** and that "the rest 
of the campus is ugly. You 
can get attached to North, 
if you lived there, ^e 
olher dorms are so sterile,^ 
like hospitals. More like 
a penitentiary." 

But whether North Hall has 
any practical value is still 
another question.

Dr. Bickiteffl also points 
out that this school has very 
few traditions and that gooc!

U St Appeal For Olympic B-ball Game 
Rejected By international Committee 



COLORADO SPRINGS, Col. 
(AP)-The executive board of 
the International Olympic 
Committee has rejected a 
personal appeal by the UniteHi 
States to reverse the result 
of - the contnoversial Olympic 
basketball iitle game at 
Munich last September in 
which the Soviet Union de- 
feated the United States 51- 

Clifford H. Buck of Den- 
ver, outgoing president of 



the U.S. Olympic Committee, 
said he submitted 20 pages 
of documents in three langu- 
ages — Spanish, French and 
English— —to the ninensant 
IOC board and appeared 
before^ th e bo dy fori two 
hours-^fe^^ plead tiie 
American case. 

"The IOC executive 
board studied the matter at 
great length and then told 
me that it had no jurisdiction 
because it was a technical 
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matter," Buck said. "My 
argument was that it was 
strictly an ethical and moral 
question," 

"The executive board ad- 
vised that we pursue our case 
□Kith the International Baskel^ 
ball Federation (FIBA) if we 
so chose. I am not optimistic 
but we do not intend to drop 
It and forget it." 

In the wild game on the 
night of SepU 10, the United 
State». spptam&y the 

game in the fading seconds 
by a score of 50-49 but the 
Russians, on the direction 
of the secretiarv treneral of 
FIBA, R. William Jones, were 
allowed three additional 
chances to throw- the ball 
into play with only three 
seconds left. On the final 
throw, the Russians scored 
for a 51-50 victory — the 
only time in history that the 

United States had lost an 
Olympic basketball garner

The students these col- 
leges serve can afford in- 
creases less well than most 
people believe, and any 
increase large enough to help 
the College fiscally could 
well turn away si^ifieant 
number of stud«it8. 

Our tuition is now $700 
a year. A $50 increase would 
add $150^000 to the budget. 
A $100 increase would make 
us the highest in the country 
and the $300,000 pot ential 
income would still not meet 
our needs ooqipl^tely.

Econoiiay of operation is a 
problem we have been work'- 
ing with in our budi^ts for 
the pest two years. 

Unfortunately, personnel 
costs account for 72% of the 
budget and those are almost 
entirely locked in by the 
union contracts negotiated fay 
the Gdyeraor's Offiee. 

We. do not have the option 
of ieducing the work force 
unless we also reduce^ the 
student body signiticari^y.

Of the 28% remaining in the 
budgetr there are^also^ignif-^ 
icantly large amounts dic- 
tated by conditions beyond 
our control. example, 
the State assesses diarges 
for services rendered. .

From this 
28% we pay for utilities, 
communications, travel fUnds, 
printing, and computer serv- 
ices. Food costs alone are 
about $750,000.

Governor Shapp's **hold-tbe-line'* budget has put the 
squeeze on state colleges. To meet increasing costs, a 
tuition hike for fall semester is forseen. 

We join with the other state colleges in opposing 
adoption of the proposed budget and support the Board of 
State College and University Direotors wlm b«V6 adopted 
the following resolution: 

« tbat the Board of State GoUege and Universtiy 
Dire^rs considers that the proposed budget for the 14 
statelDQllQges will require tt severe cutback in program 
as well as requiring our studmts to pay increased tui- 
tion. We, therefore, oppose the concept of the requested 
budget and urge the legislature to appropriate sufficient 
ftinds to preserve the present quali^ of education with 
no increase in tuition." 

In a prepared statement, Mr. Arthur B. Sinkler, Chair- 
man of the Board of State C ollege an d University Di- 
teetorsi sidd, "Our boa^ is &mm»M ^'freservfig the 
progress that has been made our state colleges in 
recent years in providing the people of Poinsylvania 
with higher educational (opportunities of academic 
excellence at reasonably low cost. The Governor's 
proposal places this progress in severe jeopardy. In 
good conscience, we have no choice other than opposing 
liis (the jQovMiior's) reoosmiiiiteMons*' *

The problem is that some 
students did not pay their 
ambulance bills. Although 
the Ambulance Association 
was not going into debt 
because of this, it is feared 
that it may if demaiul for 
ambulance services continues 
to increase at the same rate 
for several more years. 

The Ambulance Associa- 
tion has proposed that each 
MSG student be assessed a 
sum of 75f (or jmother fee 
to be negotiatedT pot semester 
for ambulance service. This 
would amount to a total of 

approximately $4,800 paid 
to t h e Ambulance Assoc' 
tion per year (75^x2 semesters 
x3200 students). Regular 
membership in Hie Ambuuffioe 
Associaticm- costs $o per 
year. 

— Although this seems like ' 
a considerable amount of 
money to pay for ambulance 
service, something must be 
done soon. Another solution 
would be for Student* Govern 
ment to pay eithl^ this fee 
or for ambulance service in 
each individiud case. At^. 
the present iflie, however, 
SGA does not have the funds 
for this. Thus, this would 
still involve some increasec^ 
assessment of each students

The history of North Hall 
and Mansfield Stat^ College 
logins ba?k in the days 
when the college was known 
as the State N(^mal School 
of the Fifth District. In the 
year 1874 a brick building 
was constructed on campus, 
the forerunner of the building 
to b^) called North Hall, 

In 1894 the central portion 
of the dormitory*s brick 
structure was rebuilt and 
an elevator was installed. 
The dimensions of the 
building were 270 X 100 
feet; it was five stories 
high, and had cost $150,000. 

North contained the office 
of ihe principal, an ejegant 
oak-finished-idimng^ 
with a seating capacity of 
500, the kitchen and bakery , 
dormitory iooms for women 
students, reception rooms, 
suites of rooms for the art 
depattmeht, and tbe Nonnal 
School "of Music, 

Two stories of an **L*' 
projecting fran the north- 
east comer of North Hall 
were set apart as an in- 
firmary, and were fUmished 
with '*every ai^Iimce for 
the sick.** 

On campus at this time 
the other major buildiags 
were South Hall, Alumni 
Hall, and the Old Gymna- 
sium. South Hall waiLcai; 
plated in. 1861 and stood 
until 19^0* 

Old Sou'ih was a four- 
story brick structure.

Mansfield Normal School 
became the first institution 
in the state to be designated 
as a state teachers .cqileffe 
on May 13, 1927. Mansfield 
State Teachers College was 
an educational institution 
granting degrees in elemen- 
tary, secondary, home 
economics, and music edur 
cation. 

In this peiiod of Mans- 
field's history a temporary 
wooden Science building was 
constructed along with 
Straughn Auditorium, the 
Junior High Building (Allen 
Hall>f ^le new Osimitasium 
{Recreation Center or old 
gym), the Elemei tary Build- 
ing (Retan Center), th^ 
Arts Building (Home Econo- 
mics Center), and "Old Y 
Hut*' (a forerunner of the 
current Hut). 

On January 8, 1960, the 
Pennsylvania Legislature 
authorized the title, Mans- 
field State College, With the 
continuing influx of stu- 
dents, more dormitories were 
built - Oak Hill, Hickory 
Itall, Laurel Manor, Pine 
Crest, Hemlock, and Maple 
Hall. Other buildings 
constructed were the current 
**Hut»', Manser Dining Hall, 
Memorial Hall (Student Union 
Building), additions to tht> 
Administration Building and 
the Library, the Planetarium, 
and E)ecker Gymnasium. 

Since 1874 North Hall is 
the only building with any 
tradition that has been 
allowed to remain standing 
on our campus. In 1975 
(opG year after its 1 00th 
anniversary) it will be de- 
molished, ending many 
nostalgic filled years of 
service on tMs campus.

pordiaslng ' dollars >and 
other community benefits. 

Student and institutional 
spilloute and leakages 
couhi not be estimated. But 
the study indicated tht>y do 
exist, and in substantial 
sums. , 
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Criminal justice, one of the newest majors offered by 
this oollege, is perhi^is experiencing the fastest growth 
any department has yet seen. Since its origia only tv/o 
rit has an enroUment of 150 students, and like 
iitjr imtaring child, criminal justice is having growing

The political science department, which gave birth to 
criminal justice here and still envelops it within its 
Bgiere, claims coly about 50 stutaiita.

When the new criminal justice diWi^on began to 
sprout at such a surprisii^ rate, action was taken by 
the politioid^science bfamn^ A proposal was made to 
lengthen^ tbe'caiqiinal justice degree to be a five-year 
program, and when a vote was taken, tlie "Big Three" 
(professors) imposed their will on the criminal justice 
chairman as well as Qie students.. 

As it now stands, a criminal justice major must have 
51 credits in his major as compared to 36 in every other 
Held. Thi rty of d iese must b o in political ^ ^ci e ni p e» 
This fact alone would discourage many prospective 
criminal justice majors, but those who still enter the 
progrto are those with teal dedication. 

Besides the 51 credit requirement, criminal justice 
majors face a semester's inremship. Interns are sent 
out to work ii prisons or in police environments, which- 
ever they choose, and obebrve first-baiid how the orimt- 
nal jui^ice syrstem^opctfates.'

I appreciate your concern 
regarding the changes thai 
are talung place in the 
Criminal Justice progmm, 
but the implicf^tioi#> that you 
made that the m^bors of 
the Policital Science program 
Mve altered the program 
arbitrarily for their own 
benefit is , untrue. (You are 
fortunate in not having to 
accept nay statements on 
validity at face value be- 
cause throughout the dis- 
cussions that proceeded 
the „ change people from 
outsUte uie "departmental 
faculty were present: Susan 
Watkins, Pete McNally, 
and Terry Osborne repre- 
sented the students. The 
adhninstration was repr^ 
sented by Dr. Schmitz, Dr. 
Peltier and Dr. Pincus.) 
The former program of the 
Criminal Justice major was 
128 semester hours, the 
new program is 128 semester' , 
hours (there iis no fifth 
year). 

1 should say a word or 
two about what led to the 
diimge. fiy the Fall semse- 
ter there had developed 
critisicm of the Criminal 
Justice program both inside 
and outside of the departs 
ment. This criticism came 
flrom the faculty, other 
academic departments, ad- 
minisuuiors, unu atuutjuu*. 
The gist of the criticism was 
the alleged inflexibility of 
the progiam (too rnvny re- 
quirements), its alleged 
"unacademic'* nature (its 
so-called vocational technical 
orientation) which, it was . 
said, did' not belong in a 
"tHwrt;i:irts division.^ ^^"^ _ 
addition. 7^mn^3Bt_Studeto 
from Criminal Justice ^pro^ 
grams from Community 
Colleges did not have the 
genml' educational back- 
ground of Mansfield Students 
but were coming j[n under 
the new- regulation which 
accepted A A. transfers 
without imposing deficien-:* 
cieS on them. This seemed 
unfaff^lo studfents and un- 
academic, as well. Some 
revamping seemed to be 



needed but when iC cane to 
getting the members of the 
departoiefit to agree, mere 
was a serious division of 
points of view. This was 
not simply a 3 to 1 difference 
but basic philosophical 
positions were m opposition. 
We attempted to work for 
a consensus but found this 
to be impossllMe. As a 
result, it became necessary 
to seek arbitration. ^ We. 
turned to the administration, 
presenting them with a list 
of alteraatives, and in 
iefl^ isid to them* "You 
choose, we can't agree." 
The hew ivogram is their 
choice. The point that I 
am trying to make is thM 
th6re was never a three 
to one power play of the 
Political Science people 
forcing the Oiminal Justice 
(vofessw to accept our 
decisions. Rathar, there 
has been a tendency to 
protect the right . of the 
*'minorily*' professor; the 
fact that we sought arbi- 
tration is evidence of this 
spirit df fair play. We had 
accepted biiding arbitration 
as a principle of action so 
when the decision was 
finally iteached by the ad- 
ministration, we all i>arti- 
eipated ii revisions of it, 
and all parties (a// the 
professors and the student 
representatives) agreed to 
the iM^piograiii, and pled- 
ged to support it. 

The former program* has 
never been accepted by the 
Department of Elducation in 
Harrisburg. In rec^t nonths 
there had been a burgeoning 
and there i? every indication 
that unless some quailty 
control is exerted on these 
progir&ms the same conditions 
of unemployment as now 
exists in glducation wUl 
mpidly appear m Crimi^ 
Justice. The new program 
is in many resppcts a 
liberalization inasmuch as 
it substitutes for '*locked-in** 
required courses a much 
more open and ^flexible' 
program. It gives Ihe^ 
student a lot more ammuni- ' 



tion; he wilt not only 
graduate with a B.S. in 
Government and Politics, 
he will also have certifi- 
cation in one xA the sub- 
fields of Criminal Justice. - 
that it, law enforcement oi 

corrections. _ 

Insofar as new faculty are 
concerned we are looking^ 
for one full time piofb0#ot 
in the "field of corrections. 
In addition, the department 
is recruiting at the present 
time a new Chairman whose 
special field i3 Public Ad- 
ministration. We hope, in 
the very near fhture to alsa 
introduce a program in Court 
Administration. This pro- 
gnmn will be unique, at least . 
for a brief period of time, 
for tiie colleges of Pennsyl- 
vania. . : 

There has been a lot of 
V hearsay regarding the atti- 
tude of the facutly of Govern- 
iront and Politics and its 
.relationship to Criminal 
Justice. Rather than curtail- 
ing Oiminal Jistice, we are' 
moving to expand its offer- 
ings and to make it GHie of 
<^ strongeiH^ fteMs'cit 
campus. 

Recently, binder the inno- 
vative grant of the Depart- ' 
ment of Education the In- 
stitute of Public Affairs 
was established. This 
Institute is closely related 
to the Criminal Jistice field.

The rmghttune stories 
were the only time that a 
period of license existed,

moreover, to protect him- 
self by public declaration

Oh Monday night, a Flash' 
light reporter interviewed Joe 
Olimpi, one oliiia announced^ 
candidates for S»ij«A. Presi* 
dent.

Olimpi's two vice— presiden- 
tial candidates, Rutii Rodgers 
and George Penno. 

Joe Olimpi is a sophomore 
English major. He has been 
a member of S.G.A. for two 
years. Within these two 
ycarSk Mr. Olimpi has served 
as viceMihairman of the 
Senate, Chairman of the 
Dining Hall Committee, which 
is soon to publish a booklet 
concerning facts about Manser 
Cafeteria, ^explaining the 
various problems the cafe- 
teria encounters. 

Mr. Olimpi is presently 
working together with Mr. 
Gertzman putting together a! 
student questionnaire con- 
cemtng ^e pass— fail option. 
Aceoimsg to-Ill^ Xttimipi, the 
current pass^fail option lias 

already been put into effect 
for the next academic year« 
and that no 'chjEOiges, suck 
as the one mentionjed in Mr. 
Eshmont's platform can be 
made until 1974-5 academic 
yeai^ The questionsairea. 
which will be distributed 
next fall, are expected to 
mirror fresh student opinion 
concerning the fuUire of the 
pass-fail option. 

All three candidates are 
members of C.C.S.I. the 
organization which handles 
student actvities fees. They 
feel that student influence 
already exists within this 
organization and that there is 
no need for an additi(»ial 
voice as mentioiied in Mr. 
Eshmont's platform.' It was 
learned at this interview that, 
the administrators on G.C^.I. 
are quite favorable to student 
ideas, and that the organiza- 
tion is V«y reapoDsive to 
student interests. 

Olimpi's financial plat- 
fo rm cons ists of two parts, 
^ratt ft i^lS^fo^ve S.G.A. 
purchase used text books at 
the end of each semestw. 
This policy would eliminate 
the man between the book- 
store and the publishing 
company, who in attempt to, 
make a profit, pays students 
low prices for books that are 
worth more. SGA would pay 
studeoti a"hi|^er price for 
their text books and then sell' 
them to the bookstore. Any 

profits made will go toward 

student activities. 
Second is a plan to work 

with G^.S.Vin the hope that 

SGS" tnipT receive 9oK~^ 

the interest coUected by the 

student activities . 

According, to Mr. Olimpi, this 



is the only feasible tinancial 
plank, and that Mr. Eshmont's 
is not realistic. 

On discussing Mr. Esh- 
mont's financial proposals, 
George Penno said that Mr. 
Eshmont's plan to buy U.S. 
Treasi»y n ^ s with the- 
activities fees was ''im- 
practical." According to Mr. 
Penno, it would mean that 
students would have to pay 
their activi^ fee as a yearly 
sum, and would have to pay 
this in May. Mr. Penno said 
that tiie ' school operates on a 
fiscal budget and does not 
really have a large "hulk" 
of money to invest. 

•The candidates say that 
no SGA President can prevent 
a hike in the activities fee. 
The president has no direct 
conbtol over the Budget Com- 
mittee, but is only one of 
its members. It is therefore 
impossible for a candidate to

in-depdi course m^lte 
subject, whose ftill title will 
be "Violence: An Interdis- 
ciplinaiy Wofkshopt Dealing 
with Aggression in Human 
Society?^ is one of the 17 
special programs to be offer- 
ed this summer at MSC in 
addition to the regular grad- 
uate and undergraduate cur- 
ncolums. It is^ acheduled to 
the first of the two sessions 
of summer study, June 4 to 
July 13.^ — r 

Staff members who> will 
oondiiet the wotkuhop wul 
utilize three comi^mentary 
courses-history, political 
science and philosophy— in 
their pursuit of the subject 
of violence which, in their 
course description, they 
speak of as *a repulsive phe- 
nomenon, yet...as iidispen- 
sable fEict of human exi^ 
tance. Historians, political 
scientists, and philosophers 
have always acknpwledged 
the extiaoidiniffily decisive 
fUle violence has flayed in 
human affairs, but until re- 
eently violence has not been 
. . lied as a concept in and 
of itself. Today, however, 
sttdi a study has become in- 
escapable.*

Nadine wasn't the only 
ones: out of thirty-seven 
interviewed (students, facul- 
ty members, administrators 
and townsoeople), thurty-two 
ind~tfais pictQie too. ^ 

Jeny Osman would like to 
go to Africa Jiei^use be 
could see elephioils wdk fay 
the window as he watehes 
T.V. Jany, a fruit lover, 
can't wait "to have some 
f iga Btic g i wi pe ftm tSy fdniB- 
apples, and sugar cane." 

"The only difference," 
according to Joe Olimpiv'^s 
the political structure and 
that life isn't as hectic as 
it is here.** At any rate he 
would like io'date an African 
girl . . . because **it*s part 
of social education." 

Dr. Lawren<^ Park blames 
this ignorance of Africa on 
textbooks. "The early 
textbooks portrayed Africa 
as a primitive , backward 
country without any history^ 
to it,** and thiit was^ <^ 
history of North Africa with 
no mention of black Aftica. 

Asked what he thought 
about the extended family 
system practices extensively 
in Africa* Dr« Park said, *'lt 
ia a ^ wa^ hiy whiofa t h ft old.

black American should go 
back to Africa (as Marcus 
Garyey wanted them to in 
the 1920*8) because "it will 
mean no more than the white 
American goinj^ back to Asia 
and Europe — in other words, 
giving America back to the 
udians^*' 

Mr. Dave Russell (Duec- 
tor of Minority Students) does 
not like the family system

Marciano blames it on the 
hlacfis because ••they iiiink 
too much, of their past his- 
toryi' instead facing life 
as it IS now. Steve Martino 
thinks in opd«r to end the 
racial problem, "we have to 
intermix children in grade 



study together", getting rid 
of prejudice .and "they'll 
acc^ othev people for what 
they are and not what tibey 
like." 

Ikilr. Francis Kollar (De^ 
of Student Activities) ad- 
vises that "the world as a 
unit should get together in 
future to meet denijEuids 
by man."
